—] EC find it crediblp ſet down in ancient Chꝛo-

| ſometimes a Ring of France, twk to Mife one 
9. ꝗb 8% Bertha, who was deſcended of no leſs than Royal 
el race: This Lady was exceeding fair and wiſe, 
but wondꝛoulip cum; with many adberfities 
and troubles, enbisully beſet on eder p fide: which, wich great 
Patience (bee alwaies ſuffered, 
The chief Inſtrument of all this free cherous miſchief toward 
this god Nuetn, was plotted and: effected by a falſe and curſed 
old-woman,who firſt of all bzought her in diſgrace with the King 
her busband, and after to be quite baniſped his bed, whilſt ſpe in 
cunning manner bzought in a daughter of her own unto the 
Kings bed, inſtead of his god Queen Bertha, This old-woman, 
babing thus bzought her Treacherp to effect (foz her daugh⸗ 
{ terfome-What reſembled Bertha) it ſo came topaſs, that King 
Poepin had two Sons by this Maiden, to wit, Haufry and Hen 
ry, both which Sons ſsgriebed the King , and ſo waſted che 
Coimtry of France by their outrages and fury, that in the end 
cher cauſed the Queen dans * to be utterly. baniſþed, where = 
paſte 
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paſſed a great part of her daies in doleful lamentations, and a- 
bundance of ſozrow, She lang induring theſe miſerable dates of 
ſozrow.at the lat began to receibe comfozt again: Foz it ſo chan⸗ 


ced alter, at the earneſt ſute and requeſt ofdibers great Pers 


and Lo2vs of France, that this god Queen began to find fg- 


' bour again with King Pepin her husband (who when he knew 


the treachery that the wicked Old Moman had plotted againſt 
ber) much bewailed tbe miſeries ſbe had indured, and wich great 
Honour and Triumph receibed her again moſt kindly, The 
Cucen being thus again reſtozed to her fozmer bed, in ſþozf 
time conceibed and bare unto che King a gooly Sonne, called 
Charlemain the puiſſant : but the King himſelf was continually 
hunted ſrom place to place, by the afozeſaid Haufry and Henry, 
and at the laſt by them compelled to ſozſake bis Realm, as here» 
after followeth moze at large in the inluing Piſtozy. Pp purpoſe 
now at this pꝛeſent is, to ſet down unto the Reader, the whole 
matter contained in this Bok ; and eſpectally, the baliant acts 
and d&ds of Valentine am his Bzother Orſon. 
This King Pepin, had a Siſter called Bellyſant, a woman of 
great wit, beauty, and all the endowments that Nature might

Emperoz- All things veing in a readineſs, King Pepin, with all 
his Noble Train, went to meet Alexander Emperour of Con- 
ſtantinople: whom when thep met, thep entertained with great 
jop, and conducted him to the Court of France, where fate Bel- 
Iylanc was, And ſper entertained him with noleſs jop, than her 


Bꝛother Bing Pepin had done befoze : and there they fpent their 


time in great jop and triumphing. 

This Marriage being once publickiy known among all the 
Inhabitants, jop began to ſpew fozth it ſelf on eber p ſide, (oꝛ ſuch 
a happy day, wherein ſuch god alliance was znit between the 
Emperoz Alexander , and Pepin King of France, that Trp-

At which woꝛds of the @mperoz, unto King Pepio, the 
King pzeſently imbꝛaced bim in his arms, ſaying , Fair Dir, 
and my right lobing Loꝛd and Bzother, I habe not receibed you 
accozding as pour eſtate required, noꝛ with ſuch Triumphs and 
Magnitficence as became me, but in that you habe ſo graciouſipo 
accepted my ſmall power, J hold my ſelf content in that J habe 
done, but not that J fbould habe done: and therefo22 there be⸗ 
longeth ſmall thanks unto me, but fcom mee, innumerable : fn 
that you habe bern pleaſed to accept of mp Siſter foz pour 
Mile, whereby (I truſt) long friendſþip fþall be continued be- 
twixt us: In token whereof, J take witneſs of all that are here 
pzeſent, that my Body, my Realm, my Gods, and all the poto⸗ 
ers that I can raiſe in France, to adventure foꝛ your ſafety and 
lyccour all the daies ofmp life. R 

King Pepin being now departed from the Emperoz, turned 
bimſelfunto bis Siſter Bellyſant, and in this manner takes his 


leave: Fair Siſter (quoth her) think no longer of this Country 
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of France, wherein you habe ſpent your infant daies, but remem- 
ber that pou are remobed fo a Country. of other Conditions. 
Allo, let pour bebabiour be Cucþ,that J, the reſt of pour Friends, 
and the whole companp of all the Peers, may habe honour and 
jop in you. | Vun 
Again „as the Country whither you now do go is ſtrange 
untsyou, ſo be you goberned by the modeſt Ladies of the Land, 
and gibe no ear to wicked Counſel, oz to ſuch as would mobe 
you to diſ-hoyalte, Foz you are the creature that A habe atwateg 
deareſt lobed in all the wozld, wherefoze, If A ſpould hear ty⸗ 
dings other than god from pou, oz of you, it would be the onely 
cauſe to take away my life. After this her gabe unto his Sitter * 
many woztby gifts, and ſo imbzacing and kifſing her, with 
wk ping epes, he left her to the mercy of the Waves. The young 
Lady, whoſe heart being ober-tharged betwizxe joy and fear, 
was not able to anſwer a wozd, and what with tears and ſighs , 
the paſſage ol her tongue was utterly ſtopt. Then all the Lozds 
and Ladies took their leabe each of other, at which was let fall 
many a bziniſþ tear, as well on their parts of France, as thep al- 
ſo that were to gs foz Conſtantinople, but eſpecially, foz the de» 
parture of the fair Lady Bellyſant.

This Siſþop, fozgetting all the Emperozs fabours and great 
honours done unto bim, being intangled and overcome with the 
beauty of the new Empreſs, which excelled all moztal creatures, 
inoꝛdinate luſt pꝛebailed with bim ſo far, that there was nothing 


ſtd in his wap, ſabe onely fit time and oppoztunity to ſettle this 


bis determination, At laſt it lo chanced on a day, that be efpied

Thou (J ſay, Devil and 
wozſe than Debil) thou, that ſhouldeft be unto me inſtruction, and 
alſo a guide to mp life and converſation, in this thou goeſt about 
my utter ruine and deſtruction, by thy evil conditions, eben be- 
pond tb at god expectation which che @mperoz truſteth to bee in 
thee.

. and cozrect this ber folly, but pet mildly and wiſely,always with 
the pzeſerbation of your honoz. Fez will it not be a great ſþame 
among the Peinces of the earth, that you,baving taken a Wife, 
Siſter to a great Ring, one who.foz her beauty is incomparable, 
ber nobleneſs and Wiſdome not to bee out-ſþined by any earthlp 
Lady, and ſpee to pzobe a whoze? and what wozſe is, one who 
daily defireth your death, which griebes mp heart to think upon. 
The Emperoz habing heard this long Accuſatton, little miC- 
truſted the treachery of this Arch Pzieſt, but gabe credit unte 
all bis fair, but falſe wozds; and withall, became extream pen- 
libe and lad, that his truſt in his beauteous Love, bad ben thus 
deceived. At laſt, babing many dates in many places uttered 
ſozth manp diſcontented geſtures, wozds, and ſighs, and many 
griebous acclamations, eben in the Emperial Palace, hee gabe 
reſt a while unto his diſcontented paſſtons; but wakened re» 
benge to wait upon fitter oppoztunity. And upona dap enter⸗

this relenting, anſwered, Speak no moze, foz J bnow I (&, I 
bear, how cunningly ſbe hath:deluded me; therefoze mobe me no 
further, koꝛ J am fully purpoſed to deliber her ober to death and 
be 02 hey who [þall hereunto gain · ſay, J ſpall make him patta · 
ker (in death) with chis wicked and dilloyal Strumpet. 

Wbeſe wozds were no ſoner uttered, but up aroſe a wozthy, 


wiſe, and couragious bold Baron, and ſpate unto the Emperoz - 


after this manner; Night woꝛthy ſtr, J could wiſh you to be well 


adbiſed befoze pou pzoceed furtber againſt thisLady,whs is your 


_ efpouſed wite,liſter to a great i ing, namely Pepin R. of France, 
who when he ſpall hear of 1 ang done ta her, will out of a 
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courantous heart and a bꝛotherlp «f-ction,muſter up all bis men 


— ll 


of war, and ſuddenly ſurpzize our Tons, Boules, Wives and 
Childzen, fozgetting mercy, and onely purſurng rebenge upon 
us, foz theſe mercileſs and cruel deeds unto his Siſter. Again, 
conſider on the other fide, that the Lady is great with Childe, 
therefoze it is dangerous ſorudely to mite and wound her on 
this manner, wherein pou have pꝛoceded againſt her. The woz- 
thy Baron habing thus ended bis adbice, the Lady ſuddenly

Be being gone, the 1 dy was left comfoztleſs allalone, with- 
out ſuccour of any creature, lo chat at laſt che was delivered of 
two fair Dons, in the Deſolate Fozreſt. Theſe Childzen were no 
ſwner come into the wozld, but a freſþ miſery wozſe than all the 
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reſt that ſþe had endured happened to this Lady, foz as ſþ& lap 
upon the eartþ under the Tre and her two Jnfants by her, ſud» 
denly came to her a huge Bear, moſt hozrible tobehvld, and tos

thing appertaining thereunto ; the King "ou ſuſpecting that 
ihis Cbild was his Nephew, The 
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Valentine and Orſon. 


"The Eſquire did as the King befoze had commanded him, boze 
the Child to Orleance, cauſed it ts be baptized, and gabe it his 


- obwnname called Valentine. After, he ſought out a Nurſe foz the 
child, and gabe if great attendance accozding to the Kings come 
mand. This done, the King pzoceded on his journey toward 


Conſtantinople, to (& his lobely and beautious Siſter Bellyſant, 
but ere he could paſs thzougb the Fozreſt, bee chanced to met 
with Blandiman, accompanied with a Woman that he bad got- 
ten to accompany his Lady in her greateſt extreamity of Chiid⸗ 
birth, Blandiman eſpying the King, knew him, and ſuddenly a- 
lighted from his bozſe, doing his duty unto him. The King per⸗ 


' ceibing it to be Blandiman,asked what god news from Conſtan⸗ 


tinople, and abobe the reſt how doth our Siſter Bellyſanc? Blan- 


diman anſwered, Poſt gracious Soberatgn, A bzing you butlit- 
tle tydings, yet thoſe J bing, are bitter and ſbarp : Foz (a- 
mongſt the reſt) I mult tell pou ſtrange news of your loving Si⸗ 
ſter, and how ſþe fares, Mherefoze ſo it is that by fozxed Trea⸗ 
fon, and falle luggeſtion of the curſed Arch Pꝛieſt of Conftanti- 


nople, pour Siſter is baniſhed out of the Emperozs Court and 


Dominions, and but fox the great mercy of the Lozds of the 
Emperozs Court, and others, ſþe had ben publickly put to death 
and burnt to aſpes, in tbe ſiaht of all the people. 

King Pepin babing beard the lamentable relation of Blandi- 
mans repozt,being exc&ding out ragious and fierce in anger(and 
pet ſozrowful withal / bzaft out in ſpte ch moſt bitterly againſt her 
on this manner: Now by the gods, quoth he, A hold the Emperoꝛ 
no upzight Judge, in that hee ſpared the life of mp Siſter: foꝛ I 
ſwear, that if J had her here now in my pofſeſſton, J would not 
reſt, till by death J had made her an example unto all falſe Las 


dies while the woꝛld endureth : and therewithal commanded all 
J bis trafnofLogds and others to ſtay their journp going fozward, 
and make their return back again to Paris, fog the griebous 


offences of my Siſter here ſtaies mp Journey, and fo he departed, 
without further asking any moze queſtions, but turning his hoꝛſe 
bead, ſoꝛrow obercame his courage, and af the laſt made bim 


I bzeak fozth into theſe wozds. Va ( quotb be) bow many men 


are deceived in — am A utterſy pꝛebented of all my 
eee 3 | | pur⸗ 
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purpoſes, foꝛ mp one}phope refted in the modefty of my Sifter 
Bellyſant, pea,and in her ſtod all my jopes and plescure. Again, 
to have had the Emperoz Alexander ſtill my Rother, and faſt 
friend at all afſaies, and in all my neceſſities, was my only hope 


and jop ot heart, and now behold by her J am difappointed, d. 


famed, and ſhut out into eternal diſponour. And lo in that di- 
Fruft and melancholy, King Pepin returned again towards Or- 
leance. Mhen Blandiman percetbed the courage of the King to 
be thus danted, her durſt relate no further news of his Ladp Bel- 
Iytant, but leabing the King, took his wap towards the Tre, 
where he latelp left her in great pain ok Child⸗birch: being come 
thither, he ſought her ebery where, but could hear no tidings of 
ber: wherefoze being ſozrowful, he knew not what wap to take. 
Being in thisextaſfe,atlaſt he titd up his hoꝛzſe to a thozn-tre, 
and began again to make a narrower ſeareh than befoze, where- 
in he was ſo bigilant, that anon he eſpted her, finding her flat up⸗ 
on the earth, in a manner ſpeechleſs, faz bery grief of heart that 
ſbe had loſt her Child, whith the Bear had bfolenfly bozn awap 
from her.

Alaſs (dear Lady and Miſtreſs) how happened you to ſtray thus 
far from the place A left pou in: | 
The Lady Ivking upon bim with a gaſtlp countenance, re- 
plted thus : Ah Blandiman ! mp dolours and diſtreſſes dailp in⸗ 
creaſe upon m. Foz thou wert no toner departed, to get mee 
tbe help of ſome woman⸗kind, but J being deltvered of klo 
Babes, a rabenous Bear from fozth the Foꝛreſt aſſailed me. and 
bare away one of them. J, although weak, making what poo? 
ſbift I was able, followed that rabenous beaſt,thinking by ſtrong 
hand to habe recobered again my lols, but all in bain, A could 
not obertaze the Bear, noz wanting my ſtrength, recover back 
àͤgain tothe Tree where J left my other Inkant. Lady quoth he) 
the other Infant? why J my ſelf but lately came from the Tre, 
and Jem well aſſured that there lay no Inkant there, noz near 
thereabout,Yow(quoth the Lady) no child under the Tree? WMith 
theſe wozos the was ſo inwardly wounded, that ſpe fell down in 
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3 ſwound, which Blandiman eſpping, ſabed her (in What bee 
could) and fell into bziniſh tears foz grtef and ſozrow, toſee his

Lady ſo extremely plunged and oberwhelmed, and at laſt led her 


toward the Tre&, where ſpe had left her Child, but when ſhe ſaw 


that other Child alto gone, think then what dolour of heart the 
pooꝛ Lady indured: in the midſt or all which ſozrows, ſþ& thus 
belpake: 


Alas (quoth ſþ& ) can there be in the wozld a moze deſolate 
weetch, on ebery de compaſſed with grief, yea, and all inſup- 


poꝛtable ſozrows>'buxt alas Emperour, thou art the cauſe,and hat 
been the only means to deltber mi eden to Death, and that

ment, and now lattly foꝛ the loſs of my two Babes, iſſued from 


the blood-Royal of the Einperoz of Conſtantinople, But ſeeing 


all theſe miſer ies habe eben tired themſelbes upon my bery heart, 
Come Death, and finiſþ what ſozrows do but pꝛolong. All this 


whileBlandiman was an ear: witnels of all theſe pittious planits 


inſomuch as he grew eben weary of her wailing, and in the beſt 
manner bee could, conifozted her dying Spirit, by falling ts in- 
treat her, that ſpe would ſomewhat gibe ober her moans,and be⸗ 
© take her ſelf to her fert: Wihereunto ſþe giving conſent, her ac-

Well, be it as it map be, the Emperoꝛ bath exiled me Without 
cauſe, what then ſpall A do? A will never return again to Paris, 
but take my way into ſome remote Land, where by Bodp with 
my faults ſpall be fmotþred ; Foz mp Bzotþers anger is grown 
ſo great, that he could willingly deliber me over to death, there⸗ 
loge it is better toflie and (6 to ſabe my life, than fall into the 
fury of ſo angry a l82other.

be Wear (as you habe beard befoze } that bad 
carrted away one of the Childzen, all this 
mew while had offered it no biolence, but bare it unte

mongſt whom ſpe laid the Child to be deboured, 
but mark the chance, and pou ſþall find it at lat miraculous, 
kor al! this while the poung Wears did it no barm » but with 
heit rough paws liroaked it toftlp.

Jt chanced te, Chat among the reſt of ther that ſolo wares, 
the Merchant was there preſent (of whom you habe read befoge) 
E 3 namely, 
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mamelp that Merchant that came riding dy the wap whüllt blats 


dimen (the Ladies Eſquire) and the Artþ-Pzfeft were fighting : 
The Arch Pzieft perceived him well enough, but would tate no 
bnowledge of him, fog he was berp fearful left all his billanę 
thould now come to light. The pzeſence ot this Perchant much 
tr oubled the Arch Pꝛieſt, inſemuch as be wflbed (if it were poſ- 
fible) bis death, and would aflredly habe effected the ſame by the 
authozity that he now had in his hand, but ſtill he feared ſomg 
great tumuſt would ariſe thereby.

MWhbe Merchant heteat being angry.ſaid curſed be that difloy- 
al Arch Pꝛieſt, oa he ts the onely cauſe of theſe new raiſed exact- 
ons upon us: It had ben god foz all men, if be had long fince 
bad pts deſert, and with ſhame and infamp had ended his dates; 
At which repzoachful wozds againſt the Arch-Pzieſt,tþe Officer 
took his taffe and (mote the Merchant on the head, that pzcſentlp 
the blood guſbed out. Then the Merchant kling the blood about 
bis ears, dzew bis twoꝛd, and ftruck ſo hard upon the Officer, i at 
der laid him at bis fret fog dead. Upon this, aroſe a great rout 
thzoughout the Fair, inſomuch as the reſt of the Off cers coming 
up to help their fellow,teok the Perchant and bzought bim befoꝛe 
the Arch · Pꝛieſt. The Arch-Pzieft glad of this oppoztunity,woutd 
luddenly habe put him to death, but the Merchant appcaled to 
Juſtice, to habe bis cauſe tryed by the Law. The Acch· Pꝛieſt 
feating the people, ſent him awap to the Emperoz, foz nothing 
could ſatisfle him but bis life ; But mark, inſ&king the life cf 
4 Merchant, he purcþaſed his oben death, as hereafter follots- 
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The Arch-Pzteft ceuled the Merchant to be bzought into we 
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Emperozs Palace, whereas he in perlon ſat as Judge. The Em · 


peroz being ſet, the Arch · Pꝛieſt bzought in bis Advocate to pleas 


dis cauſe, wbich was to this eff ct, that the Merchant had commit⸗ 
ted murther,and alſo ſpoken many oppzobztous woꝛds againſt the 
ſaid Ar<-Pzieſt. The Adbocate having ended his accuſation, the 
Merchant ſuddenly fell on his knes befoze the Emperoz, and 
ſaſd Mighty and moſt excellent Pzince, out of pour benignity, 
gibe mer but audience to be heard, befoge theſe pour Ndbles-here. 
attending, and I ſþall unfold a matter of ſo great impoꝛtance, 
that it touches eden pour perſon in the higbeſt degrer of treaſon. 
Say on, ſaid the Emperoz; Pighty Emperoz, and mp KRozds all, 
J would adbiſe you to make faſt the Gates round about this your 


Pallace, that none depart from this place. Tbe Emperoz did as 


de requeſted :.then ſaid the Merchant with a loud boice , Loꝛds, 
Barons, and Knights,all you that lobe the honour of the Empe- 
roz, and the trium phant reign of his perſon, attend my werds:

bꝛougbt to great honour, who hath deceived peur truſt; fog he it 
is that hath wzought all the diſcozd, betwirt pound pour bertu-

A and Country, and by- whom: pou habe. received moze diſþonour ,

The Emperoz ſing the Merchant ſo reſolute, and to ſtand to 
the trpal oi the combate, he laid, Arch-Pzieft, it is time, that eicher 
thou quit thy ſelf by anſwering this challenge, oz to y&ld thy ſelf 
guilty of what hath been laid to thy charge. The Arch. Pꝛieſt re⸗ 
plied on this manner: Mighty Emperoz, J muſt let you under⸗ 
ſtand, that to anſwer the Merchants Challenge, oz to take up 
Arms is contrary fo my place oz calling,foz A ama ſacred Pze- 
late ofthe Church, and therefoze J may refuſe to fight. Nap (quoch 
theEmperoz)tn this cale no excuſe is to be admitted, but you muſt 
either fight,o2 y&ld pour (elf a traitoz to our Crown and digni- 


© ky. At theſe wozds the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt was ſomething troubled. in 


mind, pet at laſt he was fain to accept the Combate, becauſe the 
*  Cmperoz charged him ſs deeply : and beſides, he could habe no ex⸗ 

cdeule admitted. Do theEmperoz commanded them both to ſafe k&p- 
ing till tuch time he had ſent Letters ftoKingPepin of France: but 
in concluſton the Traitoʒ had his deſert, as hereafter followeth,

Prieſt and the Merchant. 


he dap of the Combate was appointed, and the 
2D Field prepared, tydings came unto the @mperoz, 
that King Pepin was come to Rome, to the aid of 
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ing therekoꝛe, by tbe grabe Counſel of the Lozds,diſpatched Am- 
baſſadozs thither. with command to bzing King Pepia to Con- 
ſtantinople,meaning thereby to maze him an eie - witneſs of theſe 
contentions, and of the cauſe of this combate, which was to try 
the Arch ⸗Pꝛieſt a traitoz, and alſo to hold the Emperoꝛ excuſed 
in that be had by his falſe accuſations baniſhed his Empzeſs. 
The Ambaſſadozs thus diſpatched, pou muſt imagine, that after 
long trabel, at laſt they came to Rome, whereas they found Ring 
Pepin, as befoze was told them. King Pepin habing heard of 
their comming, gave them entertainment apper tsining to their 
ſeberal degrees: all which being done, the Ambaſſadozs thus 
ſpake unto King Pepin. Great Logd, wer preſent theſe Letters 
from Alexander thy Bzother, Emperoz of Conftantinop!=, our 
Lozd and Paſter,of which we entreat a ſpedy anſiver, Kiug Pe» 
pin to the letters graciouy,and read them:and habing thzough» 
iy conffdered the contents, wich a loud voice he ſatd, Py Lozds, 
(by the gods) here is much matter of tidings, and alſo of as great 
admiration. The Emperoz Alexander greets me well, and fends 
me woꝛzd that my Siſter Bellyſanc bis betrothed wife, hath ben 
by him wzongfully baniſped, and that by ceaſon of a falſe Arc<- 
Pꝛieſi, unto whom he had giben to much truſt : which Pzieſt foz 
theſe his treaſonable facts is accuſed by a Merchant, and foꝛ tr p- 
al of the truth of this bis accuſation, will put btmſelf in jeopar- 
dy of life, by fingle combate in open field body to body, with ibis 
treacherous Arch Pꝛieſt. Now it is fo fallen out, that the day 
and place is readp foz the trial ot bis fact, whereby J (ball he ful- 
ly ſatisfi-d whether my Aiſter bath ben guilty of that where- 
with ſbe hath ben charged, and moſt ſbametully caſt fozth ints 
baniſhment. Upon all which J bow by mp Crown and Dignitp, 
that if the Emperoꝛ be found to babe offered her this indignity, 


without juſt cauſe, that I will be abenged againſt him in the ex- 


tremnes manner that wart ſþall thunder fozth againſt him.Ha- 
bing ended his ſperch unto his Logds in the pꝛeſence of the Am⸗ 
bodo zg de rcommanded that with ſperd eber y man ſhould addzeſs 


+  hindſefto actompany him to Conſtantinople, to bebold the mans 
mer or ihts fight betw&n the Perchant and the Arch-Pzieft, 


pe da of his departure from Rome being come, he takes his 
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way toward Conſtantinople, where after ſome few days of trabel 
he ſafely arribed. The Emperoꝛ hearing of his coming, comman⸗ 
ded all the Bells to be rung, and made Triumphs to welcome 
bim, foz all were filled with joy at his appzoach, The Empersz 
mounted on hozſe-back richly accompanied, marched out of theCi⸗ 
tp to met his Bzother Ring. At laſt thep met, but the Emperoꝛ 
obercome with ſozrow and tears at the remembzance of Belly- 
ſaar,could not utter a wozd. On the other fide, Pepin being fierce⸗ 
ly angred at what happened to his Siſter, gabe no reſpect unto 
the @mperozs tears, but pzoudly began to gird him on this man⸗ 


ner; Emperoz (quoth he) leabe off thzſe pour lamentations, and 
: ſhake off theſe werds of ſozrow that you ſeem to wear foz mp Si⸗ 


ſter Bellyſant:Foz be that hath a Parlot unto his wife, account 


him mad to grieve at her mif-bebabiour, and ſince mp Siſter hach 


- -Pzobed ſuch a one, let her go and take care foz her ſelf, ſbe is not 
wWoꝛzthy ot ſo much as one tear from ſuch an epe of Maieſtp. 


Nap, nay, ſaid the Emperoz, ſpeak not you ſo ebflly againſt 
pour filter, koꝛ I am now fully perſwaded, that ſþe is compoſed of 
all birtue and true honeſtp,and that againſt all equity, J habe ba⸗ 
niſped her out of my Country. Think you ſo now(quoth KingPes» 
pin?) then are you wozthy of a double ſhame, and pou do bewzap 


unto the woꝛld your weakneſs,and what great fœoliſpneſs remat- 


ned in peu, when as by the repozt of one man, and that a traiioz 
to, you would with ſuch rtgo? pzoceed againſt an innocent Lady, 
and lo ſuddenly(ltke a common harlot)th:zow her out into bant(h- 
ment, ſpame and diſþ2nsz,being of the blood Royal of France, The 
Emperoz bearing the King to be fo bitter againſt him, be was 
ber p ſozrowful and ſaid unto bim in this manner; Alas, my Lozd, 
do not thus follow me with tvzath e anger, but rather turn your 
tongue upon ſome milder ſaping,foz to that intent habe J ſent foz 
pou, that pour own eies map be a witneſs of the truth. Tis true 
(quoth King Pepin)but it is all to late what now pou ſap, foe you 
babe delivered ober my Siſter into the woglds infamy, and that 
moze is, eben to baniſpment, and (fog ought J know) to death it 


delt. foz J now not whether eber A (þall behold ber face again 
dn not. Fie,fie, that you being ſo great a Perſon, ſbould be ſo al- 
x fectfonately bozn awap,to give ſuch ſudden judgement againſt an 
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Innocent, A ds confeſs, one map commit a foul and diſhonozable 
aſt, but repentance is able to make amends, and not ſo ſudden- - 
ly to oberthzow their dignity and renown : Foz that once loft, 
whether it be by right oz w2ong , it is neber again poſſible to be 
recobered. Again, how little habe pou eſteemed of the honour of 
mp Kingly otfice, judge pou, when firſt without deltberatton,and 
next without any knowledge giben me, you babe pzoceded ſo a- 
gainft mp Siſter, makes it plain againſt pou, that enby towards 
her and me, was the onelp cauſe of theſe falſe and unjuſt wzongs 
done againſt us. Whilſt theſe wozds paſſed betwixt them, thep 
were now entred Conſtantinople, where with great jop and glad- 
neſs thep were received of the Inhabilants. The Emperoz 
would have had King Pepin to habe lodged with bim in his Pa- 
lace, but the King denyed, and cauſed his Train tolodge within 
the City, and he himſeifalſo. Then the Emperoz cauſed many 
gifts and pzeſents to be offered him, but he diſdainfully rejected 
them: fox King Pepin thought of not ing but the diſponour dene 
unto his Siſter, and the rather, foz that the whole City accoun⸗ 
ted her the faireſt, the moſt bertuous, and the ©aſteſt Lady in all 
the woꝛld and that by injuſtice and treaſon (þe was lo baniſped. 
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CHAP, III. 


How the Metchant andthe Arch-Prieſt encountred at the place 
appointed, about the clearing of the Lady Bellyſant, and 
what a glorious victory did betide the Merchant. 


EN Ow was the dap appointed come foz the Combate be- 
AF! tween the Arch. Pꝛieſt and the Perchant: where- 

DE foe ebery thing was made in readinels accozding 

=D! to the command of the Emperoz. At laſt there 
came boch the Combatants into the field, and pzeſented: them⸗ 
lelbes befoze the Emperoz. Being both befoze the Emperoz, the 
Attendants, (Knights and otherk) upon the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt, armed 
in a moſt ſumptuous armour of Pf, all imboſi with Gvld and 
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exes of the beholders. Being thus richly armed, the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt 
came fezth into ch? field, and tok his place appointed him, at the 
one end of the Liſt, appointed fog that purpoſe . The Emperoz, be⸗ 
holding the glozious (þew that the Arch. Pꝛieſt made in his arms, 
called fozth the Merchant, cauſing bim firſt to kneeldown and in 
the pzeſence of the aſſembly dubbed him Knight: Then comman- 
ded be, that a moſt rich Armoz ſþouſd be put upon him in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of the Emperoz, who during the time he was arming, pꝛo⸗ 
miled unto this Merchant, ik he obercame the Arch. Pꝛieſt, to 
adbance him to great livings,and high autbozity. Theſe two ad- 
berſaries being now in readineſs, and each babing bis Blazon a- 
bout his neck, their Bazſes were bought fozth,anv thep pzoudly 
mounted, ready to gtve battel: the Emperoz gabe ſtraight charge 
unto all his Officers of Arms, to habe a ſpecial exe unto the 
Arch⸗Pꝛieſt foz fear left he on the ſudden ſpould Aye the field, oz 
run awap from them, as thop Would anſwer it with cheir lives, 
The Merchant thus mountod, and his \wozd girt to him, firſt en- 
tred the Liſts, after whom iſſued ſuch abundance of people, tbat 
they were numberleſs, Then after came the Ac-Pzieſt ſump- 
tuoullp accompanied with Nobles and Knights of great honour 
and dignity, The Combatants thus both entred the Liſts, ready 


to charge one the other : King Pepin was there in perſon, called 
out aloudunto tbe Merchant, ſaying unto him: My friend, the 


Gods give thee b'ctozy againſt this falſe Traitoz. J bow unto 
the here before this great Aﬀembly (ſo J may but find out the 
truth of my Sfſter Belly ſant)natwichſtanding the great adbance- 
ment that the Emperoꝛ bath promiſed, to take che into France, 
and make cher companton with the heft in my Kingdome. The 
Merchant gabe the King great thanks, aid ſafd ; Dze2d King, A 
doubt not but this night to mak? this traiterous Paieſt confeſs 
that he bath treacheroullp laugbt the deſtruction of pour Siſter. 
Then came a Yerauld adminiſtring to them both an oath, and fo 
clearing the Liſts left tbe Champions to their foztunes. 

Now are both the Combetauts ready to ſet fozth, and the Pars 
(þals of the field bzought eech of them a Spear, which thep no 
ſo ner had receibed, but thep put Spurs to theic Hozſes, and wh p 
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with tuch violence together, that their Spears were bzoken to 
their hands. Then thep began fo ſet fozward to another courſe, 
charging each other with their Swozds, in fach biolent manner, 
that with their fury thep rebounded from their armoz to the 
ground, cutting off whole quarters of their Cozllets, and left 
them as a pꝛep foꝛ thoſe that attended the fight. 

The Arch-Pzieftſeeing himſelf lo ftifly matched, gabe ober 
the fight, till towards the ebening (koz ſuch was the cuſtome of 
the Country, that in any challenged combate, either party mixbe 
refuſe ts follow the fight ſo eagerlp, but that they might have a 
bzeathing time, ſo the Combate were peelded banquiſþed befoze 
Sum ſet, oz elſe abide the ſentence of death) thinking thereby to 
wear y out the Mer ehant. Which the Merchant being pꝛiby unto, 
ſo behabed himſelf, that bee pzepared to teceibe the Arch⸗Pꝛielt 
cotiragtouſly when he encountred him; inſom uch that when they 


came together fo make trial of their valoz, and to get conqueſt, 


be 
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the one ober the other ; the Merchant ſo redoubled his ftroaks , 
that at laſt be (mote off one of his ears, and his Steel Pabergt⸗ 
on, and with the biolence of the ſame blow the Merchants ſwoꝛd 
fell from bis hand. The Arch ⸗Pꝛieſt perceiving his enemp unar⸗ 
med, be put ſpurs to his hozſe and charged him wich ſuch violence, 
that be ran againſt the Percþants hozſe, and thzuſt out one of 
his eies, the hoꝛle feeling himlelk hurt, ran up and down as mad, 
leaptng and curbetting fo fur ioulip, tbat he unhoꝛſt his Rider, and 
do hard was the fortune of the Merchant, that in bis fall, his fot 
bung faſt in the ſtirrop, whereby be was bzought into great dan⸗ 
ger, the bozſe hurrying bim along the field, that all were berp ſoz⸗ 
towful to behold this lamentable ſpectacle, and with the amsze⸗ 
ment thereof grew deſperate in their hopes. Ring Pepin alſo was 
; oze diſcouraged at this diſaſtrous chance, that the tears did even 
/ trickle down his cheeks, and in a filent ſpeech to himlelf thus 
de ſpake.AlasWerchant,J now well perceive thy dates are at an 
+ end-and that the truſt A repoſed in the is utterly fruſtrate,fog by 
- thy fall Jſ& my Siſters chaſtity to be weak, and the rather, ſoz 
that the Gods habe ſuffered thee to fall ſounluckily this dap, ſa 
that J muſt needsconfeſs,that theEmperoz bath done well in ex- 
- * pulſing her his Kingdome : Oh, that her dap of birth had pꝛobed 
her dap of burtal, it had been happy foz ber, but thꝛice happier to 
mee, foꝛ onelp by her is the blood Royal of France bzought into 
great infamp : and were it fo J bad her at my diſpoſe, J would 
be the firſt man ſbould ſe execution done upon her, eben to death. 
Now that which was ſo miraculous, was, that all this time that 
- thePerchant was dzagged up and down the field, the Arch · Pꝛieſt 
could not fnfozce his-hozfe to come in upon the Merchant, but 
fles out to and fro, whereby he could not make pꝛep upon the 
Perchant, as be thought to babe done. But ſee at laſt the Wer- 
chants hozſe, tbat had thus dzawn him up and down the field 
+ foundzed and fell dawn, which gave great advantage ta theWer- 


A chant,who with that fall got his leg from fozth the ſtirrop and at 
lait got up on his feet, like a baltant and hardy Champion. The 


Arcb-Pꝛieſt perceibing the Merchant had recovered bis legs, 


came running with ſtrong biolence upon him, and thereby lent 


dim fibe oz Cx Coze blows upon the head and ſpoulders, that the 
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- pz Werchant was eben aſtonied. At 195 be was fogced to gibe 

back to recober bꝛeath, and in a very little ſpace, finding himſelf 
ſomewbat reliebed, be ſubtlely and fiercelp gabe a freſh aſſault 
upon the Ar-Pzieſt, againſt whom he ſtroke with ſuch btolence, 
that the (tozd fell out of his hand, but be had firſt ſo wounded the 
Arch-Pzieſt,that the blood ran guite thꝛough his Armoz upon the 
earth. This ſo bexed the Arch-Pzleft, that he grew mad wſth rage, 
and turned his Yozle upon the Merchant, minding to babe ober 
run him with his bozſe. But the Merchant perceibing his dztft. 
pzepared to receibe him, and therewithal dzew a long knife, and 
panched it into the belly of the hozſe.ſs that the hoꝛls being thus 
wounded, began to fling and leap, infomuch as the Lech · Pꝛieſt 
was in danger ts be unhozſt, and deing what he could fo ſabe 
bimſelf, he loſt his Shield, The Merchant eſpping bim thus un- 
armed, ran haſitly and caught up the ſpield, and thꝛebo it away, 
ſo that he could no moze recober it: that dene, he made again to- 
wards his Yozſe, and ſmote him into the bellp with his ſwozd, 
ſo that by this time, both the Poſe and bis Rider, cam: tum⸗ 
bilng down upon the ground. ; 

The Arch⸗Pꝛieſt being thus unhoꝛſt, Was berp nimble to reco- 
ber bimſelf, but pet the Merchant watching all oppoztunitp, lent 


him ſuch a blow, that as he began to rife, he laid him flat again 


upon the ground, and then leaping upon him, pulled off bis Yel- 


met, thinking to habe ſmitten off his head; when the Arch Pꝛieſt 


ſaw bimſelf thus vanquiſhed, he was exceeding wzath, but ſ&ing 
little abailed he ſaid thus unto the Merchant: Alas, mp friend, 
I beſech tber take mercy upon me, and while I am pet living, 
gibe meſome time to confeſs my ſelf, that J may fre mp Sou! 
of danger, foz to thee JI y&ld my ſelfas banqufſþed. The Per⸗ 
chant hearing bim ſap ſo, was verp courteous, and granted him 
bis deſire. The Pꝛieſt had no (@ner gotten on his ft, but be foz- * 

(wk bis confeſſion, and ſuddenly got the Merchant in bis arms, 
and thzew him on the ground, and leapt upon him in moſt ſudden 
tutrage,ſaping thus to the Merchant, J babe the now at advan: 
tage, and from my hands thou ſhalt not cicape with life, if what 
I ball command thee thou do not cect. Pa, replped the Mer⸗ 
chant, haſt thou thus betraped me, Well, it is lo that now 3 
| ſtand 
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ſtand at thy mercy, and that thou maiſt do with me what pleateth 


the: therefoze let mer know whit it is thou commamndeft, and 
o thou ſabe my life, I ſþall gladly do if, Then thus: go with me 
- befoze the Emperoꝛ and King Pepin, and there openly in the 


nearing of all men, feſtiffe that thou kalſely haſt accuſed mee, and 
that thereby J map bee cleared of all thoſe falſe calumntatiens 
which by thy means habe been bꝛought upon mee: all which if

ts bup the peace a fozgiveneſs of this thy foul fact committed both

xe of mine in marriage, who ſpall be unto the, rich, fair, 
and of pleaſant behavioz:and to conclude, thou ſhalt tap moze than 
any of thy kindzed eber could, thou ſhalt be made both moze ho- 
nourable and wealthy: Therefoze now avbiſe thy ſelf, whether 


thou wilt bee made happy in an bonourable life, oz miſerable in 


an yntimely death. The Merchant having beard the Arch Pꝛieſts 


tale, was upon the ſuddain exc&ding ſozrowkful, and not with- 
out cauſe, dut not knowing on the ſuddain what to reſolbe up- 
vn, hee at length thus anſwered, Sir Pieſt, pour Arguments 
Are grounded upon good reaſons, therefoze J am ready to aecom⸗ 
... pliþyour defires, ſo that you will be as mindful of your oaths 
7 andpzomiſes, In me quotp the Arch-Pzieft there fþall appear no. 
-7 fault. Why then (quoch che Merchant) let us ſet fozward toward 
the Emperoꝛ, and there will A ſet you fre from all thoſe accuſa- 
tions which heretofoze J have exhibited againſt pou. It is well, 
| latdtheArch-Pzfeft,wherefoze riſe up then, and let us go together 
The herchant had no ſooner got on his feet, but he began again 
dakreſp to open all the Treafon of the Arch-Pzfeſt, eben to his 
% tet, and again ber took courage, and now would requite bim 
in the ſameſawcebe had ſerved him befoge : and ſuddenly claſp- 
ing the Arch-Pzteft in his Arms, be thꝛew him down, and have- 
ing him at advantage, be ſafd thus: Arch-Pzſeft,you habe taught 
me to plap mp part, and therefoze think ns moze upon conkeſli⸗ 
ons, fo you ſhall confeſs to me oz none. The Arch Pꝛieſt ling 
bimſelt beaten at his own weapon, began again ta entreat, but

daies, ac he had traiterouſly ſought the life of that innocent La- 


the Merchant not regarding his wozds;pzeſently put out his eies, 
and gabe him ſo many deadly blows, that he made him ſure e- 
nough foz riling to do him any harm. Then the Merchant cal- 
led the Parſþals of the field, and ſaid, Lo, here you map ſee that 
J habe done mp beſt endeabour againſt the Arth Pꝛielt, and if he 
be banquiſþed ſap ſo, fo2 A amſure J habe bzought him to that 


- paſs, that J map kill him out-right if I pleaſe. Therefoze mp re- 


queſt nolo unto you is, that pou would conduct Alexander the 
Emperoꝛ of Conſtantinople, and Pepin King of France hither to 
this place, accompanied with their wozthy Lozds and Knights, 
that they may be ear-witneſſes of the Confeſſion which this 
Arch ⸗Pꝛieſt ſpall make unto them, and allo to hear in what un- 
juſt manner hee waged this combate againſt me. 

The Marſpals did accozding to the requeſt of the Merchant; 
and then preſently came King Alexander the Emperoz with 
King Pepin, and all their Nobles, eben to the place where the 
Arch-Pzief lap all ſozrowful and fully banquiſped. Then the 
Emperoz demanded of him the truth of the matter, which the 
Arch:Pzieſt confefled, declaring the whole Plot of his billantes, 
and how by his means the Lady Bellyſant bad been wꝛongfullę 


- banifþed. When the ſtanders by heard all the whole matter, a 
multitude of tears were ſhed on eberp ſide, but eſpecially the Em- 


peroz, fez his lamentations were ſo biolent, that all that were a- 


bout him wept with great bitterneſs and hearty ſozrow. How, ii 


the Emperoz were lo ſozrowful, what map you think of King 


Pepin her Bꝛotber, Alas it was net without great cauſe when 


tbey ſaw and knew that by to much truſt given to a treacherous 
Pꝛieſt, they bad loſt the bertuous Lady Belly ſant, Between theſe 
two great Pzinces there was great jop and great ſozrow : Joy 
fo Ring Pepin that bis Siſter was found innocent and blame- 
leſs : Sozrow to the Emperoꝛ that he ſpould be the only means 
(by falſe ſuggeſtions) of bis wibes baniſhment, 

Atlaſt lamentations were latd apart: when they bad heard all 
the confeſſions ot the Arch-Pzieſts DTreaſons, the Emperoz con- 
ſulted wich bis counſel wat the Traitoz fþould be put into a 
Caldzon of hot burning Dpl, quick, and ſo finiſh his miſerable 
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p: So che executton was ſuddenly to be done, and it being done, 
the aſſembly of people of all ſozts was diſmiſſed, 
Afterward King Pepin wtthdzew himſelf towards his lodging, 
but the Emperoꝛ ſozrowful foz what had happened, came bekoze 
king Pepin, and bumbling/himſelf at bis feet, began thus to ſap; 
Alas deer Bzother, J am all ſozrowful fz this my erroz, in that 
J babe ſo raſply committed ſuch a deteſtable crime againſt pou, 
my Lady pour Siſter, and the reſidue of theſe great Aoblos your 
attendants: Let it ſuffice, that J behold mp own folly, what ſpall 
I tap: I can but crabe pardon foz my fault, and gtbe my ſelf in- 
to pour; hands, and ds to me whateber pleaſech pou: and foꝛ a fur- 
ther ſatisfaction, J render up into your hands mp Empire, wich 
all the Negality thereunto appertaining : fog J am altogether un- 
wozthy to rule an Empire, that am not Maſter of mine own ak- 
fections, Take it A ſap, foz I will no longer be ſerbed, but during 
the reſt of mp life will become a Serbant to thee oz any: foz no

better hobe I deſerbed, King Pepin perceibing the Emperoz ſo 


paſſionate,” and. ſo bumble-minded, kindly tok him from the 
ground, and befoze all his Lozvs freely fozgave all treſpaſſes. Þo 
that befoze they parted, there tas .a general peace concluded on 
both parties between tbem and a moſt ſpedp courſe taken to ſend 
abzoad into all parts of the wozld to ſeek out the diſtreſſed Lady 


Bellyſant. Thus all things ſetled in an ozder, king pepia pzepas 
red co tate hisleabe of the Omperoꝛ, and fo returned back again 
into his own Country. + ON 
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How King Pepis returned from Conſt ant inople into France, and 
after ſailed to Rome, to fight againſt che Saracens that 
. had ſurprized the City. |

the laſt hir bad attained the place be ſo much deffred, by reaſon 
that it was one of the godlieſt Foarefis in the Realm of France, 
Being (as Jſaid ) come hither , hee cauſed great Banquets 
to bi made foz his welcome home: which was accozdingly per- 
fozmed. E 

M the midſt of their Feaſtings and Rebellings, the Eſquire 
that had the charge of the Dzphan Valentine, to and pꝛeſented 
bim befoze the King, faying unto his Majeſty on this manner 
Dꝛead Soberaign, lo, bere I pzeſent befoze you the peo2 Oz⸗ 
phan that your Wajeſty found in the Foreſt of Ocleance, and the 
ſame Child which pou commanded mee to \& bzought up, not at 
mine expence, Dzead Þoveraign, but at your own. Py Leige, 
the reaſon why J make tender of him unto pou at this time, is, 
fo that he is growing unto mans eſtate, and ſo may it pleaſe pour 
Wazjeſty, it is time to dfſpoſe of him as pou pleaſe, The Ring ha- 
bing beard the woꝛds of this Squire, called this Oꝛphan (pcleped 
Valentine)unto him, and to him by the hand, and mobed dibers 
queſtions unto dim, alt which her anſwered wir much modell p, 


and great wildome, and being rabiſbed -therewifh, commanded _ . 


that all bis Cupbozdof Plate ſþould be giben unto him. Mozeober 
(ſaid the King) J command that this Oꝛzphan Valentine be d&rip 
Nzeſerbed and kept, foꝛ that pou ſþall perceibe J reſpett him abode 
common lobe, J will alſo, that this Infant ſþall bee nouriſhed 
and kept with mp Maugbter Eplanting,jifhe is beth fate, wiſe, and 
well endowed with all the richeſt gifts of Nature. 

The King having giben this command, it was accozdingly ac* 
compliſþed, infomucþ that they were boch under one gobermnent 
of one and the fame Nurſe, and had one and the ſame attendants, 
Lea, eberp wap they jepned one in the company of the other, in 
luch wil?, that if the one was but a little abſent from the other, 
there was a kind of lamentation till thep came together again,but 
elpectally the Kings Daughter > who ſo pondzed.on'the pꝛudent 
carriages of the Daphan, that cher became in lobe with: bim, 
;n:omuch as his abſence bzought der into a thoukind fears, — 
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Now Valentine was eber pꝛactiſing himſelfin feats et Arms, 


das Yozſe, Armoz, Juſts, and Tournaments, mill expoſing bim⸗ 
feet to aul dangers whatſoeber.Mbe King wiſely beholding the in- 
.* clination of the poutþ, alotted unto him what his beart deftred, 
furniſbed him with Armoz, Bozſe, Lands, Kevenewes, and made 


him Log? of rich pofſefſions, Being thus furniſþed, there arsſe 


within the Court many ſecret mutterings, whereby many fretteo 
* coſoze inenby towards him, that they uttered fozth many repꝛoch⸗ 
ku wozds againſt him, ſaping, that when he was at the beſt he was 
but a found ſtray, poz, baſe, without any known Parents oz 
Friends, ok no gentile oz noble ſtock, and ſuch like: which when 
Valentine heard, he could take no other rebenge, but fit him down 
and werp: whoſe tears fair Eglantine perceibing, would in a 
tender womayi-like affection accompany him, even pouring fozth 
ber teats alle foꝛ company. 


At length when hee ſaw tears little abafled , þ& began to foz- 


i ſake it, and taking heart, boze himſelf like a man, amidſt the grea- 
telt in the Cdurt, carrying himſelf in ſuch humble and gentle 


frame, that ber gained the lobe of all ſozts and degrees, as well

Valentine thus growing up in lobe of the Court, all this while 


bis Bother Orſon rnns in the Fozreſt, all rough and covered 
with hatr like a Bear, and leading the life of a Weaſt , where we 
leave him fog a while, and return unto the affairs of King Pepin, 
At ſo chanced, that there came unto Ocleance dibers Ambaſſadozs 
3 from the Pope, demanding aid agataſt the Sarazens, enemies of 
the bolp faith, who bad taken lately the City of Rome by violence; 
Ning Pepin underſtanding hereof by certain Letters received, 


addzeſſed himſelf, and his powers, ts make refiftance a gainſt this 
common Gnemp. And amongſt the reſt of his wozthy followers,

By this time, the Ring and all his powers were in a readineſs 
to depart, and taking their wap from Orleance towards Rome, 
they went thꝛougb a mighty F ozreſt, and being enfred, the King 
called his Lozds and Barons together, and ſaid thus unto them; 


Wy Lozds, it is not.unknown unto you, that in theſe woods (as 


repoꝛt goeth) there libeth a ſtrange monſter, a Mild man, much 
fared of paſſengers, which" ſpectacle of mans ſbape, J long to 
behold, befoze J venture out ap further upon our ihtended boys 
age to Rome, The Loads generally conſented, and the (aſe was 
ſudden!y appointed.

tim todzaw a Letter of Defiance, and deliver the ſame to Valen- 
tine. Valentine pzeparedhimſelf thereunto;'and nd (Oner had he 
I receibed the Letters, but bee took leave of the Ring, and alt bis 
"7 Train; And being bzabely mounted, dee tk his way towards 
Rome, and ſo to the Palace where the Admirat lay. So comming

that ſince I came wich him to this war, J would ſecretlp habe 
ſtoln away from the camp, and returned back again into France, 
Foz which (great Admiral) the King bath mee in great diſgrace, 


and bowed the next mozuing.to (mite off my head. I perceiving 


my ſelf in this danger, fought rather to ſabe my like, than to 
lole both life and honour, and therefoze gabe it fozth thzoeughout 
the Court, that J would undertabe to come to your Court to de- 
fie peu on King Pepins behalf; and therewithal that 'J would 
challenge pou to beeak ther Spears with peu in fingle com:

- readineſsand cloſely keep it from the ears of theBagans:ſv when 
the Pagans are come fozth to behold theſe Juſts, the Chziſttans 
2 ſuddenly ſhall ſurpꝛize the Guards that kœp the Gates, and if any 
mutinp ariſe, let them keep out thoſe that are ouf, And ſend a Hel⸗ 
ſenger to King Pepin of what is done, that be with his army map

the armed Chziſtrans, ſobegirting them on ebery ſide, that in the

ha bing ended his ſpeech, the Pꝛieſt departed, Then the Admiral 
-, commanded Valentine ko be led into his chamber to dine, gibing 
them charge he ſpould be bonourably attended at the board. Being 
ſet among many Loꝛds, he behaved himſelf gently and wildly to. 
ward all. Dinner being done, the Admiral called unto him a N2- 
bhew ok bis named Silacas, commanding him to ſ& V :lentine ag 
well armed at all points as braſelf, and mozeobei charged bis Re⸗ 
phew to deliber unto Valentine the beſt hoꝛſe in his ſtable. Salatas 
* hobing received this command froin his Uncle the Admiral, took 
1 Valentine and led him into a fair al: being come tbither, hee 
> Cauſed to be laid befeze him divers Armozs, willing him to mate 
1 choice of the beſt : Valentine caſt his epes upon them all, and at 
lat appointed the A:moz whecewith he would be arm?d, and mat 
ing bimſeit ready as faſt as he coul), bee appꝛoached down into 
tbe outer Court, whereas he was attended with bis Hoꝛzſe ready 
to put his feet into the ſtirrop. Being come down out of the Wall, 
be pꝛeſentlp maunted his bozſe, the Admiral iſſued likewiſe reed 
3 *rmed out of his pzivate Palace. Being thus armed, thep took 
Þ ibeir way towards the chief Gate of the City of Roms, fox onthat 
de King Pepin had laid his ledge. 
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When thep were both in the field, Valentine bung | bis ſpeild 
about his neck, in which he bare a Bart waby in a field of filver, 
and on one fide of that Hart a Tree, all which did fignifie that her 
was found in a Fozreſt, and were the ſame Arms King Pepin 
beſtowed on him. The Champions being entred the Lifts , 
great was the clamoꝛ of the French in jop of Valentine, the ſound 
whereof the Pagans hearing, ſuddenly iſſued fozth out of the Citp 
to behold theſe Triumphant Juſts. The Fryer babing plaid his 


part among the Chziſtians within the Citp, pzeſently after the

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Pagans were gone out to behold theſe Triumphs, addzcſt him⸗ 
ſelf to take poſſeſſion of the Gates, which babing gotten, there 
was na entrance again to bee expected. King Pepin being made 
acquainted with their purpoſe, pzepared all his men ok war ready 
to reltebe Valentine, if neceſſity required, Babing now all things 
in readineſs, the hour was at hand that the ended ae (þould begin, 
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D each of them being pꝛepares foz the encounter, they baliantip 
couched their Spears, and the firſt courſe pzobed (os baliant, that 
their Spears ſþibered all in ſplinters: each Combatant perceib - 
ing balour to bꝛandiſh on the top of his Helm, made out a ſecond 
courſe, where Valentine got the better, foꝛ with his Spear (charg · 
ed agatnſt the bꝛeſt of the Admiral) hee gabe him ſuch a ſtrong 
blow, that bee fozced his Spear quite thaough bis Body, inſas 
much as be fell from his Pole ſtark dead, making a pfttifull 
noyſe at his departure, wherefoze the Pagans ran ſuddenly upon 
Valentine, and would have killed him. Valentine perceiving their 
intent, with a reſolute courage put Spurs to his Yozſe, and 
with his Swoꝛd dzawn, bfolently ruſbed thzough the thickeſt of 
the Pagans, and flew manp of them as hee paſſed through them. 
King Pepin alſo wtth his hoaſt came up to the aid of Valentine, 


but he was ſo hard beſet by thePagans,that be was ſmitten from 


of his Bygſe, which Valentine eſpping, came up to the reſcue of 
the King, ſo that he hoſed him again. 
The King percetbing bimſelfdelibered out of danger, called 


' Unto Valentine, and ſs ibo. My Child, thou haſt ſabed my life, which 


ifthe Gods grant to ſpare, J will reward the liberally. By this 
time the battel grew ſo hot that the Pagans were fozced to retire 
to the C ity:when they came to the gates, the Chriſtians that were 
in the City iſſued on them, and placed the Enſigns 6 Standards 
of King Pepin on the walls. The Pagans ſeeing King Pepins co- 
lours diſplayed on the wals, betok themſelbes to flight, in cheſe of 
whom the Chꝛiſttans followed on ſo faſt, that thep ſhamefully 


ended their dates. In thts battel were latn PM. Pagans, onelp 


by the means of Valentine, who dare himſelf fo vaifanily that 
dap, that he was the death of four 1Pozſes, at the leaſt, And thus 
by his pꝛoweſſe, the City was again reftozed to th? Chziſtians, 
koz which ded, there was great triumph in all Chztſtenvom,but 
eſpectallp at Rome, ſo that all the Anhabitants round abaut, gabe 
eberlaſtiug pzaiſe to Pepin Ring of France, and dy the General 
applauſe of the people, bee was ſacred Emperoꝛ, and crowned by 
the Pope.

| tine, and their joy appeared ſo much the moze, foz 
that Valentine whom ſþe lobed lo dearly, was again returned 
home in ſafety : Being ſome few daies reſted from his weary la- 
bozs, the Lady ſends foꝛ Valentine, who accoꝛdingly came unto 
her: and when ſhe ſaw him, ſþe ſaluted him kindly, and wich an. 
cniwzous countenance began thus unts him: Valentine, pot 
above all the reſt, are moſt welcome, and well o;ght it fo to 
be, fox Fame hath blown fozth her Trumpet of Four Triumphs, 
and repozt ſafes pou were the onciy Champion that dzabe the Pa» 
gans out of Rome. Valentine teplped: W::dam, J can hinder no 
man to ſpeak what pleaſech bim, but as foꝛ mp ſelf, J habe done 
little deſerving pꝛaiſe, but it hach pieaſed the King pour Father to 
do mee great honcur : eben ſo much as all the daſes of mp life I am 
not able to make the leaſt part of zeconmpence. And as her ſpake 
theſe woꝛds, Hautery and Henry (two. men compoſed all of enbp) 
entred the Chamber of Eglantine, and ſing him, began thus to

gods. This happening thus, it was great jop to Valentine, in 
that her had conquered the Mld man, which ſo many Knights 
durſt not meddle withall: faz by this only her had won himſelfk 
moꝛe honour than any Knight that libed in France in thoſe daies. 
All "hls hand-adventure now knitting up in this manner, be twk 
O:ſon by the hand, and ſhewed him by ligns, that bee ſhou'd gg 
on befoze bim till thep were out of the Md, foz be would not 
truſt him bohinde: and being out of the Mod, Valentine to eff 
one of his girts, and bound both his bands faſt unte his body, 
that be ſpould not attempt again to do him any hurt: and in this 
manner being bound, hee mounted on Yozſz-back, and led the 
tld -man with bim like a Beaſt, who nebe: refiſted Which was 
a thing molt of all fo be wondzed at. 
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How Valentine having Conquered Orſen the Wüd-min, di- 
parted from the Forreſt towards Orleamc e, whereas 
King Peper was reſident. 


RS Alentine ba bing conquered the Wild-man (as pee 
ode heard)twk bis way t:4vards Orl: ance, but pou 
DYES nut imagin bee could not reach tbither in one day, 
Y als 1 wherefoze the dap being far ſpent, be determined to 
lodge at the next town oz billage; Being come thi- 
ther bee thought there to take reſt foz that night,but the Inbabi- 
tants perceiving the Mild man to come along with Valentine, 
ebery man ran ints bis Pouſe, ſwutting up their dozes, and foꝛ b. · 
r ſcat durſt not offer once to lob out on him, Valentine pet cei- 
bing them full of fear, cried out unto them, ſaping, Open pour 
dw2es eberp man, and fear not, fog we come onlp fo2 lodging; pet 
koz all this they would not give bim ſuccoꝛ: At laſt ſeeing neither 
Kaen noꝛ thꝛeatnings would pꝛeball, hee woe moſt bitterly, þ 
u * would not receive him into their houſes, to reft there tyat 
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night, be would let loſe the wild man amongſt them. Still ber 
proceeded to intreat fox lodging, but none would gibe it him. At 
laſt, as he had thzeatned lo be did, and letting loſe the Wild-man 
be made him figns bow he ſþould run againſt ſu a gate, which 
was an Inne, the whicþ he did,wzinging a poſt from out the earth 
he ren againſt the gate, ſmiting it open with luch bielence, that 
they fell off the hooks upon the ground. Valentine fe ing the gate 


opened in this manner, entred the houſe, and the Mild man with 


him: Wut when they within ſaw their Gate broken down, they 
all foz[@k the houſe, and ran out at the back dooz leabing all to 
Valentine, and his beaſtly gueſt.

bowle-diſþ, he rut the wine into it, and es rried it into the Stable 
to Valentines Hozſe: But Valentine perceibing that, made ſignes 
unto bim, that b's Pozſe dzank nothing but water, pet Oi ſon 
ſbewed again by ſignes, that wine was a great deal better than 
water, Wanp other accidents happened whtle they were in the 
Louſe, which here we will paſſe over, fog the night wes ſv farre 
ſpent, th: t reſt were fiiter foz them, than meat. Valentine hafted 
Lim 10 Supper, making Orſon to bear him cempanp, (after his 
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| kind) but Or ſon dzank (0 f:eely of the wine that Valentine gabe 
bim, that be became dzunk, and in the end got him to the fire, and 
tell taſt aſlep, Valentine ſœ ing what bad happened, ſaid; Now 

doe J perceive that there is neither any ſtrength, noꝛ reſiſtance in 
this wild man, foꝛ it J would J could here ſuddenly end his days. 
Fut in regard he would make a further tryall of him, he punched

Henry, hearken to what A ſpali ſap, Valentine is now with our 
Sifter, and we may habe fit occaffon to kill him in ber Thamber, 
when we babe done, we will infozme the K. that we found bim in 
per bed. Accozding to their determination, they put it in action, 
ruſhed into che Chamber of Eglantine;Afſwn as Haufray was en. 
trod be roughly thus began with Valentine; Diſlopall man, now 
{þalt thou know pꝛice ot thy incentinencp, purchaſing daily great 
diſþonour unto the Bing our Father, by abuſing our ſiſter Eglan- 
tine, & leading her affection to woꝛzk pour pleaſure on her, inſomuch 
as by thee ſbe is made unfoztunate.

manner, Dꝛead Soberatgn, J was in the Chamber of pour Daugb⸗ 
ter Eglantine, accompanied with dibers other Ladies, that deficed 
to (> Ocſon: I know not how,noz why,your two ſons, Haufray & 
Henry,btolently entred the Chamber, charging mer thatJ had abu⸗ 
ſed the body of your fair Daughter, Moꝛzeober, in the heat of their 


biolence uſed againſt mer, Haufray ſmote mex on the face, that the 


blond ifſu?d, and Henry lifting up bis Swoꝛd, thought to habe ta- 
ken away mp life. All which, when Orſon labo, hee ſuddenly made 
toward them, and {mote them both to the earth, and therewithall 
began this upzoze. The King hearing this tale, (aid, And is this 
true that pou babe ſaid? Upon mp life (ſaid Valentine) all that I 
babe ſpoken is true, Then ſaid the King,Ocſon hath done nothing 
but right, and that which in duty be ought te do.

The King hearing hereof, willed him to be bzought befoze him, 
and made fignes unto bim, that be ſþ64ld be banged: but Orſon 
telched the Peſtell,and made ſignes bow the Cook had beaten him 
therewith; wherefoze the King commanded that none ſþould offer 
him any injury.20 after that Valentine taught bim manners how 
her ſhould behave himſelfe, And ſo they both libed quietly in the 
Court of King Pepin. 
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How Duke Savary ſent unto King Pepis for aid againſt tt x 
Green Knight, who would have his Daughter in Marriage 
a gginſt his will. 


LT chanced, that not long after the comming home of 
Valentine and Orſon into the Court of King Pepin, 
that Dube Szwary ſent certain Meſſengers to Ring 
ro.

Lyons, foz the Almaines are connmning againſt pou in great num- 
bers, their whole fozce conſiſting of abobe a Pundzed Tzouſand 
fighting men. The King beating this ſudden news, was much 
troubled in mind: and pzeſently called befoze him the Arch-biſhop 
of Rhe mes, the Duke Millon Daughler, Gervais, and Sampſon, 
Theſe, wich others of bis Nobles, being aſſembled, he declarev 
what the Meſſenger had ſatd, and withall crabed their Counſel 
what was beſt to be done, whether to goe to Aquirain, to ſuccour 
Duke Savary, oꝛ to Lyons, to reſtſt the Almaines: whereunto Mü - 
lon Daughler made this àntwer.

concluded to goe fox Lyons. 


With theſs wozds the Meſſenger that came from the Duke sf 


Savæy departed. and caried theſe tydings with him to Aquitain, 


which made him bery ſozrowfull to hear it, becauſe che Sen 
knight had very ſttonglp aſſailed him. ow here gentle Reader 


A. let pou underſtand, foꝛ the beiter ozdering our proc ding, that 


this Gzen Kntght bere tpoken ok, was Bꝛother to Fecrzgus 
the Gpant that kept the Ladp Belly ſant in his Caſtle; who 628 
the diſtreſſed mocher of cheſe two Anfants 592n in the Mod cats 
led Vale: tine and Orton, as fs befoze declared. Duke Savacy per- 
eeibing no hope ofaid from Ring Pepinz made open Pꝛoclamattan 
thzoug haut all bis Dominions, that all of what Condition foe ber, 
ſpould be ready armed againſt the moꝛrow after, foꝛ he would then 
goe ont upon the Gzen Knight, and tfght with bim in the field, 
all which was accoꝛzdingly perfozmed, The day appointed being 
come, boch Armies met, as well Poꝛſe es Fot. The Pagens pꝛe⸗ 
lented themſelbes in multitudes, end the Geten Knight behaved 
himſelk ſo valiantlp, chat at ficft encounter, with bis atten-Are 
at two blowes he lie two valtant Knights. Duke Swary per» 
ceiving him to be ſa War⸗like a Generall, came up ta encounter 
him, and meeting, they aMailed each other, But the Dake was 11 
adbiled to adbenture his body agataſt the Gzen Rnight, becauſe 
it was eber pꝛedominatelp repozted of hin-, that he ſpouid never be 
K 2 ob cx - 
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obercome of an, except hx hi were a Kings Son, and tuch a one ag 
bad neber ſucked the bzeaſts of any Woman. Wut the Gz&n 
Knight was herein deceived, fo2 hee thought impoſſible any ſuch 
man ſþould be upon the face of the earth: but it fell ont contrary 
to his expectation, as pee ſpall underfiand. Let us now return ts 
the two baitant leaders, who fought long and fiercely, but the 
Dube bentured ſo far into the enemies bands, that when bee had 
thought te habe retyzed, bee could not, foz hee was round begirt 
with ſuch multitudes of Pagans, that bee was taken pziſener, 8 
bzought back unto the Gz&n Knight, whoſe Ranſome could not 8 
granted fo; any Gold oz Treaſure. Mis men at armes perceib- 
ing the Duke ſurpziſed, returned to Aquitaine, ſoze lamenting the 
loſſe of their good Duke, And his thzee Sons, Garin the elder, Any 
ſelmne, and Garin the pounger, made great moan to ſee the hard 
bap of their Father, led captibe among the Pagans, 

The Sons habing ſpewed their ſozrows, in comes Fezon his 
Daughter with this iamentable outcry, Alas! in an ill hour was

that J ſpeak theu canſt not deny : tberefoze let me tell thee what 
fou ſpalt expect from my lacred lips; either gibe mee thy Daugh- 
ter Fezon to Mie, and ſo red&m thy life, oz elſe J will habe her 
Aang thy will, leading her amongſt rough Mountafnes, and

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6 there royally Crown her Queen of all thoſe craggy Panſtons. 
1 The Dake bearing theſe pꝛoud menaces, began thus to reply: 
b Pꝛoud and inſolent Sarazen, know this, that J will never give 
p conlent that thou babe my D3ugbter, except thou alſo ſubſcribe to 
0 be bzptfſed. The Gzeen Knight hearing bim ſay ſo, replyed: Urge 
e mee no further, foz A am wholly bound to Mahomet,  Wherefoze 
0 once again 1 tell thee, except thowyeeld to my demand, J will firſt 
rt make the finiſh thy dates miſerably, and after ward conſume all 
0 Aquitaine to aſþes,and after that put to the @wozd all that come 
be tn mp way, Pen,Women and chilozen. The Dake hearing wis 
be Pan thus reſolute, began again on this manner: Pagan, 
he tte Gdds pzotect mee from thy cruelty, foz J had rather relp on 
n⸗ their power, than thine. The Gzeen Knight bearing him ſay ſo, 
rd began wiftlp to fet his epe upon him, and marking bis unwanted 
lamentations, began afreſþ with him on this manner: Gzabe 
is Dube, leabe off theſe thy ſad laments, and harken unts mp relation 
88 and reſolution allo, and this it is: I am not aſpamed to let thee un- 
be derſtand, that thy Daughters beauty hach entbzalled mer; and 
02e therefoze J will recall my thzeatned ſentence of death again 
ts, thee; Out of wich captivated affections towards thy Daughter, I 
ne- am fozced to peeld te this condition, that thou ſpalt find out a 
the night within the ſpace of fir months, to encounter mee: and it ſo 
all it happen that by ſtrengch ol Armes hee conquer mee, J bow by all 
dus the Beabens, to ſend thee back again inta thy own Country, wich.

Duke Savary being pzeſent,ſacd unto him, 
Sir Knight, J well percefbe, that the battell will grow ſtrong 
between the wild man and pou, ad J think that he will hold pay 
tough plap, Woher feoze if pou chance to conquer him allo, you may 
well repozt of your baloz thꝛoughout the wozld, fox be hath tryed 
tome part of his courage alreavp, and in barquiþing bim, you 
need not ſtand in fear of any. The Gzen Rnitght bereat moze and 
moze inraged, ſmoze by all bis Gods, that ere the mozrows Sun 
was ſet. he would try the utmoſt of his ſtreng ih, ſoꝛ be ſbould neber 
return again (rom the field, but bee hanged a great deal Higher 
than any of the reſt : and with theſe woꝛds left the Caſtle, and be:

that bee came beryner the Standard of Brandiffer. Being there,

Valentine being ſomewhat acquainted with Pacolets Yoo, 
mounted him with Clerimond and bis Squioz, in a Pons thing 
night, and with great expedition haſted unto tbe Citp of Angery's 
being come tbither, Valentin cauſed the gates tteceof to be opened, 
and there was great jop foz the Lady Clerimond. The next moz- 


ming, Valentine caufed her to be clad in rich habiliments, and mar⸗ 


krped her. Bp this time the King knew cf her eſcape, 6 grew fcen- 
band laid: Ya,thou falſe Gnchanter, haſt thou thus deceived mee > 
If thou fall once again fnto my hands, J will quickly bereabe tber 
| ofthp life, and ſo he cauſed purſute to be ſent after Valentin ut all 
| inbain, kez they found him not. Pere leabe we them. Now 3 
dꝛected to tell peu of ging Pepin, how he haſted into Frome to the 
. üccsur 
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luccout of Berthe bis wite, and to chaſtfle the Wixper. The K of 
Britain not thinking what would happen, Urengthened himſell 
with all the Fozces he could make, and lent al proclamation, chat 
all that ceuld bear Arms, ſhould aſſiſt bim inte France. Yereupon 
Quten B the with her young Son Charles fled to Lyons fo (&k 
luccour: At the ſam? time libed a wozthy and truſtp Earl of An- 
joy, Who favouring the Qucen, and pittping ber diſtreſſe, koꝛtifi⸗ 
ed bis Caſtle againlt the Britains, to whom the Queen ſent 40-0 
Pösle to keep the paſſige. At latt the King of Britain bade the 
Ecrl give him paſſage into France, but he anſwered, no: Hereup- 
on there was appointed a band of Soldiers to lap liege to Argier?, 
but the Ear! kept clote within the City, and Wauld net iſſue out 
thereot. During the ſiedge was King Pepin come to Pari, & i9ere 
was jopfully receibed; when the Cue en underſtod he was at Pa- 
tis, ſhe haſted unto him. and rohen ſbe came befoze him in tears see 
ſaid : Dear Lozd, revenge us on this Uſurper, 18 dy(quoch the 
King ) fear it not. 2 calling about him bis Counſeltours an? 
1 men 
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there were, that boluntarily offered themſelb2s todo the King any 


ſerbice. By this time the King of Britain heard that M. Pepin was 


comming againſt him with a great Army, which feared him, and 
not without cauſe, ut ſ& what followed, fo his own friends be- 
taped him to R. Pepin, only to ſabe their own ftat?s, and make. 
their peace the better with then. So reſolbing hereupon, on a night 
they came to him lying in bis bed, and led him per fozce be foge R. 
Pepin, who preſently cauſed his head to be ſmitten off within the 
City of Paris. N3w thought theo that betrayed him, all was well, 
but the N. afierwards letzed all thete Lands into his own band. 
Now was valentine much troubled in mind, bow be ſhoudd fre 
| the Emperoz his Father from impꝛilomment, fog hee kne bo well, 
that the Caſtle was not to bee won by war oz policy, nog by ans 
thing but by treaſon. At laſt he reſolbed on a ſubtle plot, and thus 
u was: Ye put to Sea twelbe ſpips, mznned with 2000 men and 
laden with all manner of ries, as precious ſtones, and ſilkes, and 
thus as Merchants, arrived they befoze this F rong Caſtle. 6 
Valentine to upon him the ſbape of a Merchant, ſetting a 
tich Crown on his head, and ſaid unto his men: Br pau ell pzi⸗ 
bately armed within the ſpips, ſo that none of pou bee ſen, if the 
Sarazens come aboard, put them to death. Then comming toward 
the C:(tle gate with the Crown on his bead. the Poster ſald, what 
bing you hicher? Friend laid Valentin, Jam a Herchant, going ins 
to Spain, and having inauy cich commodittes, J heard (ap, that J 
might not paſſe without a tribute, on pain of death. Said the Þ oz- 
ter, J will go to mp Lady, and bzing you an anſwer, ſe be went 
to Galezy, & fold his meſſage, the Lady underſtanding there was 
luch pzecfous Jewels aboard, ſpe ſaid rs her Seneſchal: G3 and 
receide the tribute due to me of the Merchant, and take along wich 
you a ſufficient company of ſouldiers, leſt they ſbould offet you in- 
jurp. Þ& did as b& was commanded, and comming to the ſbips, 
they found ineſtimable Gems, inlomuch 2s thep were tavicbed 
5 therewiih, lo they taking tbe balue of the tribute due to the Lady, 
I luddenlp the Chꝛiſtians that lap hid in the ſhip, ſet upon them, and 
flew them. Then Valentine ſaid unto them, except we go rozwards 
inthis enterpꝛize, wer ſpall 1 gotn the Caſtle, whecrefoze bee

men of war, he made hate to furniſp up his compantes, and many 
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cauſed fifty of his men to put on the $a:azens Jowns over thefr 
Armozs, and (6 lading themſelves with ſilks and pꝛecious ſtones, 
took their way towards the Caſtle. a 

The Pozter tyed up the Lyons, let down the dzaw-bzidge, and 
thirſting after ſome great reward, went beyond bis bounds, falo⸗ 
much as Valentine led him to the ſþips;being come, Valentin ſbew⸗ 
ed him their dead bodies, e ſaid, J will make pou like one of theſe, 
if you gibe me not paſſage into tyis Caftle. Hir (9d, the Pozter) 3 
{bail ds it. Mhy then qd, Valentine, I will reward the. Come lad 
the Pozter and bꝛing all thoſe men whom you habe clad in the ba · 
bit of Sarazens, fog they cannot be known from them in the Cadiz, 
and lot them enter one by one, which they did; fo being entred, 
the Pozter ſhewed them a ſecret Poftern, whf< Valentine bg: 
bing gotten, cauſed all the dozs to be let open, then winded he his 
hoꝛn, at the which all tbole in the ſþ1ps haſted unto him. Then je 
entred the chamber of the Lady Gal zy, who was aſtonted there- 
at; but be (aft, K adp, fear not, foz J babe bentur sd the Seas to 
habe a ſight of pour ropal pzeſence; then ſþe bade him welcome,z 
dighly feafted him. Valentines men habing entred the Caſtle, wit 
their ſhouts ſo affrighled the Lady, that in weeping manner ſþ& 
ſaid unto him: Courteous Kntght,ſabe my birginity. Ladp (od. he) 
fear not, foz there is none that dares attempt any diſponour to- 
wards peur perſon, By this time all the Pagans within the Caſtle 
were lain, and Valentine haſting unto the Dungeon, did byeak it 


open, and cryed out aloud. All you that be alive come fozth. Orſon 


knowing bis bopce, replyed : Bzother, pou are welcome, hob came 
pou hither?V4lentineſatd,J am come to ſet pou at liber ty. At theſe 
we2s, th:Emperoz fell into a ſweund, but Orſon ſuddenly reco- 
bered him: Then came they out of the Dungeon, in ragged cloths, 
and ill- coloured faces: but the Chꝛiſttans rebelled foz the ſpace of 
7 daps in the Caſtle and Orſon falling in lobe with Galazy ,aftt! 
the death of Fe zon married her, by whom he had a ſon (named Ot- 


ſayre) obo after held the Empite at Conſtantivople. 


Thele affairs being thus bzought to an end, a councill was cal 
led, what was beſt to be done;at laſt they reſolbed to leave a Gat⸗ 
riſon to refit the E nemp: Some laid tt was fitting that Hauftzy 
and Henry ſpould undertake this task: but Hanfray replped, — 
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we, £02 we are determined ts go 02 France to ſetbe our Father. 
N. Ocfon, if pou be (6 refolbed we babe ſmall reaſon to wep fo? 
pour departure, foz there is nothing but treaſon in pou. At theſe 
wozds, Haufray & Henry Were diſpleaſed, but they durſt not ſhew it, 
At laſt ft wwwreſolbed, that the Emperag iþould take his reſt, and 
his Son O-ſon, and the Gꝛœn Knight, could remain there to de - 
fend the Caſtle, whiift Valentine and the reſt addzeſſ»3 themſelves 
fo; Angory, Nov will we look into the treaſon of Hauſray 4 Hen- 
ry, who being come into France; laid a plot to take away the life 
of their Father, of little Charles his Son, and Berthe the Queen. 
Being come ta Paris, the King royally feaſted them, and after de- 
mamed what news of the Emperoz, Valentine, Orſon, and the 
ret, Qd. the traitoꝛs, they were all lain in abattell at Angory, 


at which, the King waxed wondzous ſad, After this, they poyſoned 


the M. and Queen. Now little Charles was ſtill libing, who (as 
the Gods would habe it)happend under the ſaie k&ping of Myllon 
Daugler. | 
The King and Queen being both thus treacheroully popſoned, 
the two Traytozs ſ&med to be exceeding ſozrowfull, but D. Myl- 
lon Daugler, being a man ofa baliant awd couragtous ſptrit, koꝛch- 
| withcauſed a council to be holden, wherein he woald habe crown- 
ed poung Charles B. o France, but Haufray 6 Henry by bzibes, fo 
coꝛrupted 0 Lozds, that Charles mag held to young. Hereupon D. 
Myllon was committed unte pꝛilon, fo: ſtanding on the Childs 
part, and Charles held as a kitchen bop. 
A little after, it happened that Haufray commanded Charles to 
turn a fpit, but the Bop being full of Pajeſty, tok up the ſpit, and 
| felled him unto the earth. At this, out-ſtept Henry, thinking to 
mite the childe, but ber being ready to receibe him, gabe him ſu 
a box on the ear, that the blood iſſues out of bis mouth. When 
| Haufray commanded his men to lay hold upon him but there came 
a Knight which took Charles by the band, & conveyed him to Pa- 
| is, The traitozs perceibing Charles was gone, made out after 
| him, but hee could not be found. Pereupon D. Myllon told his wife 
thereof, who was ſiſter to Charles. The Lady could not bebold the 
| ſame koz tears, but bowed that they (ould dearly pap fo theſe 
| Lreaſons, and fozth; th cauſed letters to be witten into Angory, 
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un o Valentine and the twelbe Pers of France. Dheſe Letters 
came firſt. into the bands of Velentine, who could not cha) by; 
wep at this act of Uillany : The Leꝛds perceibing bis tears, as. 
ked the cauſe,be anſwered, u ing Pepin o the Queen are dead, a zg 
foꝛ Charles, the two accurſed bothers, Haufray & Henry, habe cha⸗ 
fed him out of the Countrp, impziloned D. Myllon, & all that held 
on young Charles bis ſide ; theſe are the contents of theſe letters, 
the Lady that ſendeth them,requirebelp to appzehend theſe revels, 
Theſe fad tydings put them to their wits end, and lping betwer 
twoertreams, knew not which way to take, foꝛ Brandiffer Was 
daily expected with an Army of manp thouſands. At laft Valentin 
ſaid : Exe to mozrow night J will ſet free D. Myllon, oz elſe no 
Still ſpall deceibe me, at which they laugbed beartilp, but Valec- 
tine departed, and with Pacolets hogſebe ſuddenip artibed at Paris, 
where by his art he opened the gates, releaſed ail the pziſoners, 
and being ſbewed the chamber where D. My:lon was, he entred 
the lame, who being faſt sp, he awaked him, and ſald: Sir,J 
am Valentine, which am come to ſet peu free. Then he mount:d 
bim on his hozſe,and bade him not ſpeak-foz2 be was to pal: thzouch 
the Air. The D. pꝛaped him to paſſe by the caſtle of Angier, that 
bx might but ſx his wife, which her did, and being come to the 
Lady thereof, who pzeſentlp ran 6 kifſed him, demanding of him 
whither be went: Lavyqd,be, J 0 to fight agatnſt the Anfidels, 
ts batng home the twelbe Pers of France, with an Army to ober- 
thzow Haufray & Henry, and to ſuccour Charles. Pabing refreſþ 
ed themſelves with meat, they ſet fozward towards Hungary. 
Being come, they came befoze all the Barons, who were much 
aſtonted at Valentines art, greatly defiring to learn it, but be would 
teach it no man. Now was Braadiffer with his boaſt, come wichin 
a mile of Angory,and there planted his ſiedge. The Citizens heat⸗ 
ing hereof, ſput up their gates, dꝛew up their Bzidges, and after 
w on the Male, lying a monch together, without making any r2- 
iſtance. | 
The Emperoꝛ hearing that Brandiffer had begirt Aogory with 
lo huge an army, reſolbed to leabe the ſtrong caſtle to the guard ol 
a Enight. S the Emperoz, Orſon, and the Gꝛœn Bnig bt, (ob ſpip⸗ 
Ring, accompanied with a 100 fouldiers, being at Sea, per (ay 
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a great fl t of ibips comming to them: 6 at laſt they found it to be 
a Pagan with 10050 men, going to the luccour of Brandiffer: the 
Cbꝛiſttans longing ts fight with theP3gans,fell upon them, ſo at 
there chanced a bloody battell : Gzrat balo: was ſþown on both 
lides, but they knew not whether the bictozy would incline, At 
lat, the Pagan Admiral encountring a Chziſtian Knight, tum⸗ 
bled him ober ſþip-board : Ocſon ſtanding by him grew angry, 6 
taking his Ax, ſtruck him ſtark dead. This d&d ſo difcour; ged 
the P1gans,that they with zew themſelbes all that night ready to 
flight, having loſt 15 tall ſbips, and 4000 men. Then the Empe⸗ 
roꝛz laid: L925s, let us arm our ſelves with ſuch weapons as here 
wo babe ſer32d from the Pagans,which they pꝛeſentl did, but this 
enterpꝛize was fatal. Foz the @mperoz was lin by his oon 

fon Valentine, who tos him fo an Infidell, as b2reafter pou 
hall hear. Bat here they bhoyſefail again, and at laſt errived in 
Angory. | 

After a months \12dge Valentine ſent a defimce to Brandiffer, 
offering bim vattell. Tye Chziſttans divide their battell into Ten 
ſquadꝛens, whereof D. Myllon was their General: the ſecend 
Sampſon of Orleance, tbe third Earl of Vandoſme, the fourth 
Carl of Campagne, the fift Quintine efNormandy , the firt the. 
D. ol Burgoyn, tbe ſebenth the Earl of Dampmactin,the eighth the 
Exrlof Adlerve, the ninth the Parſpall ol Conſtantiuople, te 
F tenth was Valentin, who added courage unto all che reſt. Being in 
| opder, they iſſued out of the City to aſlail Brandiffer, who had de- 
vbbded his Army into fiften ſquadzo1s, an? tbat ſquadzon which 
had the leaſt commander was a King. At the jopning of theſe gat⸗ 
tele, a certain Pagan (that never befaze bad ben in o irs) couch- 
ed his lpear in reſt, and wauld be the fozemoſt man, but Valentine 
tbiaking to cool bis pzide, ran againſt him, and ſtruck him dot; 
dead. Then they fell to it pell mell, wherein the Chili ins behaved 
ktbemlelbes daliantly. The ladian King entring the battell made 
berf much daughter, but Valentine me ling bim, gabe him ſuch a 
| Counter-buffe,that he ſet him beſide bis hoꝛſe. 
{ Atthis pzeſent the Chziſtians got the better, and cauſed the In- 
| els to gibe ground, but there came in a Szcaz:n Captain with 
30000 men, and continued the ba:tell maze hotter than befoze.1By 
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tbis time R. Lucar lighted on the Indian R. and lent him ſucccur. 

Now the Cheſſttans began to retire, inſomuch that thep had ben 
fozced to a ſpamekull flight, bad not two valiant Knights arribed in 
Angory, wich 700 men at Arms (the which lately had come from 
the holy Depulchze, and ſuffered much miſery) entred tbe field, The 
one of them bzought into Frauce the Daughter of a rich Admiraj, 
called Claridine, 6 cauſed her to be baptized, The name of the one 
wat Reynard of Province, the other, Myilon of Dy on. At their 
approach the Pagans were much diſcomfited, foz Millon of Dyon, 
at his firſt encounter, fmote K. Lucar ftark dead, and at the next, 
another K. called Rubres, which accident much amazed Brandiffer. 
At another part of the battell ruſped in Reynard, and flew many ok 
them. Valentine wondzed at theſe two Anights of Chibalr p, and 
comming towards them, ſais: 1. oꝛds pou are welcome J pꝛap pou 
what are pou, 62 by what chauce came pou bither? Frtend (gd. Rey. 
nard) we are Lozds of France, andlately come from the holy Be. 
pulchze, who hearing of theſe wars, we thought it requiſite to de. 
fend pou againſt the Pagans, Jam called Reynard Loed of Pro. 
vince, and my companion ts called Myllon of Dyon. Quoth Valen- 
tine, D! ice again heartily welcome, foz Myllon Daugler is here, 
and all the Pers of France; ſo thep jopntlp ruſped afreſp into the 
Battell. All this while the Indian E. had a ſpl&@n at Valentine fo 
his {alt diſgrace, and finding bim ou',1ccompauced only with thꝛe 
other Kings, thep fs encountred Valentin, that the y did ſmite him 
and his bozſe to the ground. Being down, he quickly recovered, 
and dꝛawing out his weꝛd, defended btmſelf therewith, but with 
much danger. At laſt D. Myllon,Sampſon,and Gervais, came un- 
to his ſuccour, getting a freſþ hoꝛſe fox him. Valentin being moun⸗ 
ted, made his courſe againſt the Indian R. again, and ftriktng him 
down, tok from him bis ſhield, which be kept (foz he had loſthis 
own, ) This ended, Tidings came that a great flet of Sarazens 
was comming ner unto the haben. Pereupon Valentine aid; 
2020s, let us pzefentlp go and ſtrengthen the paſſages, ſo Valen- 
ine and the D. Myllon of Dyon, went unto the Haben, But theſe 
were all friends and Chꝛiſtians, amongſt whom was his Father 

the Emperoz of Greece, of whom you (þall hear moze at large. 
The Emperoz having landed his men, Valentin ſaluted him * 
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his ſpear in his reſt, The Empero who bare the ſþfeld of a Sara- 
zen, unknotn)encountred with bis Hon. At laſt Valentine ran 
bis ſpear guite thaough bis Fathers body, that hee fell doron dead, 
Þis father eing dead, he ſgid:Montioy vive Greece.Orſon ſcing 
bis father dead, did werp, and ſaid unto Valentine: Bꝛother, there is 
(mall conqueſt in this; fe2 you habe flatn pour Father. When 
be heard him fapy ſo, be fell in an extaſie from his hoꝛſe. To this la- 

mentation of the two Bzothers, came Reynard of Province, and 
| Myilon of Dyon, to comfozt them,ſaying;:RKnight, have patience, foꝛ 

tears cannot recall him; alas laid Valentine, what habe J done ? 

It were happy foz mer, it death would take me from this Moꝛld: 

I have committed this fact, deteſtable both to Gods and men: O 

what wil become of me?mp life have J paſſed away in troubles, toꝛ⸗ 

ments, and cares, and now to adde moze ſozrow fo my days; I 

habe ſped the blo? of my dear Father. Bꝛocher Orſon, take my 

(wozd, and cut off my head, that the earth may not bear ſoblovy 

g Butcher. Bother ſaid Ocſon, deſpair not thus, but repent. and 
no doubt but you ſhal be fe2zgiben, So comfozting him in this man- 
ner, at laſt they got him to his bozſe, whereon being mounted, her 

ran thzaoughout the Pagan troops ſo furiouſſy, that all they that 
| fiwd in his way periſhed. Now began the battel! to increaſe,and 
| King Chriſtopher ew the Chꝛiſtians on ebery ſide. At laſt Valen- 
| tine m&tfing him, gabe bim ſuch a canviſads, that he peirced his 
| body quite thzough, In this battell the D. Myllon of Dyon,and 
| Reynard of Province,rulbed fo fierce into the battell of the enemp, 
| that thep were taken pꝛiſoners, pet notwithſtanding their adberſe 
| foztunes, they got their liberty once again, and made Charles R. 
| of France, with honour and jop, to the deſtruction of Haufray and 
Henry, the two notable traitozs: yet was not this flerce, long, and 
| tedious battell ended, foz they ſtod to it manfully on either ſide. 
Valentine being careleſſe of life, at laſt met with Brandiffer, who 
| encountred each other ſo fiercely, that both fell to the earch, but Va- 
| lentine ſuddenly recoberfng himſelf, took the K.ſuch a blow, that 
he clade bis head. N. Brumant ſ&ing his bzother lain, departed 
but ofthe field, with the Admiral of Cordes, and R. Ioſueh, who 
| cauſed a retreat to be ſounded. Che cziftfans following, flew many 
| thouſands, and others leapt into the ſea, and dꝛowned themſelbes. 
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Do the night dzawing on, the Chziſtians returned into the City, 


Ne xt mozning in burying the dead, there was great lamentatton 
foz the Emperoz of Greece. When his bodp was ropallp interred 
in the City of Acgory,but Valentine could not be comfozted, 
The Pagans being thus twice put to the wozſe beloze Angory, 
D. Myllon to bis leabe of Valentine, to return into France, 
faxing, Valentine, J weuld J could return as (wifilp back, as pay 
bꝛougbt me bitter? Friend (ſaid Valentine) J would J had never 
known the Art, fog it hath bꝛeught nothing but bexation & ſpame 


on me, s him an untimely death that taught it me: lo the D. Myllon 


departed. Valentine q Oiſon intended to go foꝛ Greece, but befoze 
their departure,thep crowned the Gzeen Knight King of Angory. 


After {cave taken, Ocſon called the fair Galazy unto him, and faid: 


Lobe, know peu are with childe by me, yet I cannot wed pou, foꝛ 
that J have another wife, but befoze J go, IJ will make certain 
Lands ober unte pou foe pour meintenance, that you map here- 
after libe cf pour ſelk, without the help of anp ether. All chele offers 
ſbe denped, but ſaying,(þe would go to lea with him, and after con- 
fine me unto ſeme religious houſe, Where in J map ſpend the reſi- 


due of my daies. Agreed (quoch Orſon) and ſo be tœz her wich 


bim to Conſtantinople. Being come chicher, thep ſent wozd to the 
Empzeſſe of their Fathers death, but concealed by whom it was 
dene. The Lady was (ozrowfull foz ber Husband, but joped at the 
fight of her Childzen : So did all the City likewiſe, matzing great 
triumphs thzoughout the lame. The Empꝛeſſe being one dap at 


Dinner, ſaid unto ber Sons: Valentine; it muſt be agreed beiwit 


pt u, hs ſpall be Empereꝛ. Orſon teplped, it appertainech not ta 
nc to tate the firſt place, Boche r let it be as J ſay, foz J am be⸗ 


bolding te pou, pou nothing to met, chetefoze take the Emplre, and 


ſwap the Scepter. | 

At lalt it was agreed on, that they ſpould joyntly gobern, but 
Valentine continued not long in that ate of dignity: fog ſpoꝛtly cl 
ter, on 3 moꝛning he called to him Clerimond and ſaid thus unto 
ber: Underſtand me, pou know that J ave lain mp Father, and 
nz conſcience remainech ſtill troubled foz the led, end Jan: therc- 
foꝛe minded to go on Pilgrimage. Commend me to wy Mather, 
aud my other Ocſon, both which, J charge you not to ſe tin fit- 
ten 
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teen days be pafſed ober, and then give bim this letter, all which 
the Lady mult conſent-unto, althouyb in tears.
